lied debts, thereby giving our En- 
glist? friends and Germany count- 
less satisfactions, in return for 
which he obtained nothing nor even 
demanded anything. He was con- 
vinced that once these concessions 
had been irrevocably made, one 
could not. help but show France 
deep gratitude, and that she would 
be spontaneously offered compen- 
sations in exchange. 

INTER-ALLIED DEBTS 

But the reparations question thus 
settied on paper, that of inter- 
Allied debts was brought up sep- 
arately and, regardiess of other 
considerations, had to be dealt with. 
German railway and industrial 
bonds were delayed in being mar- 
keted; a feeling of doubt arose in 
regard to the future success of 
the Dawes plan; England as well 
as Germany continued to expect 
our withdrawal from the Ruhr. 

The question of security re- 
mained in suspense. No serious 
guarantee was given us, and yet 
we had returned to Germany the 
entire administration of the Rhentsh 
railways, which constituted a first- 
class defense against any 2 
aggression. 


generous hearted and has a very 
patriotic nature, was seriously up- 
set upon reading the report of the 
inter-Allied military control com- 
mission on the armaments of Ger- 
many and on the secret reconstitu- 
tion of an army of 6,000,000 or 
7,000,000 men. He hastened to 
the Chamber of Deputies and de- 
livered an admirable speech, in the 
course of which he gave certain 
alarming information on the true 
intentions of Germany and cried out 
that a dagger was being held an 
inch from the heart of France.

But 
nothing has been done. 

The effects of all these vacilla- 
tions were not leag in making 
themseives felt; the election of 
Field Marshal Von Hindenburg and 
ironical and bold speeches from 
the German Foreign Minister, Dr. 
Stresemann. 

The Foreign Minister makes fun 
of the Allies. He openly admits 
that Germany does not accept its 
eastern frontiers; in fact, will never 
accept them; that she will choose 
of the clauses of the Preaty that she 
signed those she will observe and 
those she will discard. 


CONFUSION GROWING a 
Foreign Minister Briand of 
France is struggling as best he 
can to put a little order in this 
confusion. which dates from a 
year back and which has grown 
worse from month to month.

cess of good will, has contrived 
with a view to destroying little by 
little the European status quo es- 
tablished by the treaties? The 
French government will be  as- 
sisted in this task by Poland and 
Italy, the little entente. But a 
year ago, after the cessation of 
German opposition in the Ruhr, 
the Dawes plan was drawn up. 
Germany, brought back to a more 
equitable conception of o'r rights 
and of our desire for peace, did 
not dare claim the right of revis- 
ing the treaties and thus disturb- 
ing the peace of the continent. 
Instead of progressing we have 
lost ground. 
Even soviet Russia in the last 
year has become more enterpris- 
ing and dangerous. The official 
recognition of the Bolshevist gov- 
ernment and the re-establishment 
of the Russlan Embassy in Paris, 
without preliminary conditions, 
have been considered in Moscow 
as victories, and, in the Commu- 
nist centers of Europe, as encour- 
agements. Here again has Pre- 
mier Painleve inherited a heavy 
burden which has afforded. him 
and will continue to afford him 
much trouble.

Whichever way 1 turn I can 
only foresee gauses for worry or 
at least serious preoccupations 1 
wish I had it in my power to give

OKLAHOMA CITY (Okla.) June 7—The Black Panther has been 


set free. What former United States District Judge Stuart said was 
the greatest piece of Indian litigation in the history of the world has 
been concluded. Just shares of taxes have been paid, a few Indians 
of the Creek tribe have been enriched, and the 160-acre allotment of 
Barney Thiocco has produced more than $15,000,000 worth of oll. 


An order of the United States 


Circuit Court of Appeals that dis- 
missed an appeal taken by the 
commissioners of Muskogee county 
in the matter of the amount of 
taxes to which the county was en- 
titled on money deposited there by 
receivers of the Black Panther Oli! 
and Gas Company cleared all court 
records of litigation against this 
company and ita companion, the 
Bay State Oil and Gas Company 
of Kansas City. 

Litigatlen was reoted in the 
identity of Barney Thlocco, a Creek 
Indian. On the allotment of the 
identical Barney Thiocco, described 
as the northwest quarter of section 
nine, township eighteen north, 
range seven east, oil was discovered. 
The Creek rolh revealed that allot - 
ments had been made on April 1, 
1899, to several Indians by that 
name, and to add to complications 
that grew mountain high in a 
night, the records showed that this 
particular Barney Thloceo had died 
in the same year the allotment was 
made to him. More than that, 
among the nearly 400 persons who 
claimed title to the land eventually 
were some who. asserted that Bar- 
ney Thiocco had died before the 
alloting date fixed by act of Con- 
and therefore was humanly 


DIES SMALLPOX VICTIM 


This Barney was a victim of the 
worst scourge of smallpox that 
ever was visited on an Indian tribe. 
@ scourge that caused the United 
States government to take com- 
mand of relief measures and that 
took hundreds of Creek lives be- 
fore it could be checked. The 
United States Public Health Serv- 
ice learned one of its greatest les- 
sons there and put into its tracts 
for general distribution one of the 
most solemn warnings in American 
health history. The inception of 
that dastardly epidemic of smal! pox 
was in germs ina cap that had 
been discarded on a Creek Nation 
Highway and that had been picked 
up and worn by a bareheaded 
Creek who chanced to travel that 
way on a journey hence from the 
Sac and Fox Agency in the Pot- 
tawotamie country.

Germany's railway system has 
been completely restored and is 
now operating on a larger scale 
than ever before the war, accord- 
ing to D. Lochte of Mainz, presi- 
dent of the Rhine division of the 
government railways, now visiting 
Los Angeles and a guest at the 
Biltmore. 

“Traffic, bot 
freight, 
fore, and we have been compelled 
to add considerably to our equip- 
ment.“ said Mr. hte. “The 
roads, publicly controlled before 
the war, are now operated under 
private management. This was 
one of the results of the adoption 
of the Dawes plan, which provided 
for this change as one of the con- 
ditions under which the trans- 
portation system might come in 
for financial aid.” 

The German railway head is on 
a tour of this country to inspect 
the railroads here. He has con- 
ferred with the officials of most of 
the leading American lines, in- 
cluding the Southern Pacific, whose 
headquarters he visited in San 
Francisco, 

“IT have been geatly impressed 
with the perfection of your rall- 
way system,” he said, “The equip- 
ment of your trains, the splendid 
condition of your road „ and 
the speed and comfort of travel 
in this country is astonishing to a 
European.“ 

He added that among the im- 
provements inaugurated by his own 
road recently is a number of fast 
passenger trains between import- 
ant centers. “Some of these trains 
run at a speed considerably above 
that of most of the American 
trains I have observed,” he said, 
“averaging from sixty to sixty-five 
miles an hour where the topo- 
graphy of the country permits.” 

Speaking of political conditions 
in Germany, Mr. Lochte said he 
believed the country with the elec- 
tion of Von Hindenburg entered 
upon an era of tranquility which
